Performance of Dairp Cattle 
A Holstein cow 
all Canadian records for yield of milk 


recently eclipsed 


und percentage of butter fat, accord. 
ing to Report No. 12 issued by the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
This reports gives the records of 
performance of all pure bred dairy 
cattle from April 1, 1919, to March 
31, 1920. Also the standards of every 
breed, and a list of bulls qualified for 
registration. The name of the cows 
are given, and alsothose of the sire 
and dam, the owner the breeder, age 
attest, date of calving, production 
required, total production, percentage 
of fat, the number of days milked, 
and, in the majority of cases the 
times milked per day, 
The last mentioned matter having 
lately been « subject of experiment 
atthe Ontario Agriculture College, 
Guelph, and McDonuld College, Que., 
itisinteresting to note that many 
of the Ayrshires were milked three 
times a day and some of the Holsteins 
four times. Of the ayrshires the 
greatest yield for the year is credited 
to a mature cow owned by the Nova 
Scotia Agricultural College, Truro, 
and the best percentage of butter fat 
toa cow owned in’ Prince Edward 
Island. Of the Holstein, the record 
yield forthe year is credited to a 
matron owned by the Colony Farm, 
British Columbia, Of the Jerseys. 
the first iu point of yield is an animal 
owned at Edgefield, Onttario, while 
the best percentage of fat attributed 
to a three year old owned in British 
Columbia. A four year old Shorthorn

By Rea Proctor-MeGce, M.D., D.D.S., 
Editor Oral Hygiene. 

When that sharp little pain warns 
you that another tooth is going, ‘it 
always seems “so sudden,” so unrea- 
sonably sudden. The enamel is not 
sensitive but the dentine that forms 


the space between the enamel and the 
nerve, is full of thrills. 

Where the enamel and the dentine 
mect, the tooth is more sensitive than 
at any other place except on the 
nerve; the teeth are particularly sen- 
sitive at the margin of the gum, 

As the little bacteria of decay get 
further into the dentine, they send 
scouts out ahead along the fibres that 
extend from the nerve. Tlhat is why 
the dentist seems to do such a tre- 
mendous lot of drilling in a cavity. If 
he didn’t go well beyond the fagthest 
particle of decay, his filling would be 
a failure. 

The decay spreads out underneath 
the enamel as the acid produced by 
the bacteria cats away the lime that 
forms the hard part of the tooth, This |
